Mr. W. H. Griffith, of Zanesville, 
"0. says that during the past two 
years he bas vaccinated 2,000 fowls in 
yards badly smitten with chicken 
cholera, and of this number only 11 
died. Of fowls in the same yards not 
vaccinated all died. The proper pro- 
cedure if such cases is as follows: 

, “ Vaccinate a hen, and in eight days 
jber system will be thoroughly inocu- 
slated; then cut off her head and catch 
tall the blood in some vessel, then pour 
the blood on paper to dry; a half drop 
of this blood is sufficient to vaccinate 
‘ @ fowl, and the blood of one hen will 
bvaccinate your whole flock. Catch 
the fowl you wish to vaccinate, and 
‘with a pin or knife make a little 
scratch on the thigh (just enough to 
draw blood), then moisten a little 
piece of the paper with the dried blood 
on and stick 1t on the chicken’s leg 
ewhere you scratched it, then let the 
fowl run, and you need have no fear 
of chicken cholera.” | 
* In the course of his experiments Mr. 
Griffith has dried enough blood to 
waccinate 10,000 fowls. He offers to 
eend, free of charge, to such as with 
to try the cure, enough blood to start 
with. All he asks is that application 
be made seon (as the blood loses its 
virtue by long keeping), and tnat ex-

Wasutneron, Dec. 13. 


= Minister Osborne),of Brazil is re- 
ported on his way to the United States. 
Notwithstanding the contradiction of 
the report that trouble was impending 
between Brazilians and Argentines, 
the best information indicates that se- 
rious complications are liable to ensue 


at no distant day. The fact is, the 
Argentine Confederation has within a 
year taken possession and organized 
under a territorial government certain 
disputed country which has always 
been claimed by Brazil. The brother 
of the President of the Argentine 
Confederation has been appointed 
governor of the territory, and 
the army is being put on a war foot- 
ing with the intention, it is under- 
steod, of defending by force their pos- 
session of the territory, by which they 
thus summarily set aside the claim of 
Brazil. Brazilians are also putting 
their army in sbape for possible hos- 
tilities and have been buying ships of 
war from England. A gentleman who 
should be well informed as to the 
temper of the Brazilian Government, 
says that without question Brazil will 
resist a quiet assumption of control of 
the disputed territory, which will lead 
to a conflict between the rival powers.

| ANOTHER FIRE. 
The Coats Tavern Gutted and 
Wrecked Internally -- Another 
Lost Oppertunity for an Exten- 
sive Conflagration --- Manful 
Werk of the Firemen. 
This morning Reno had another 


narrow escape. A fire broke out 
about half-past three o'clock in tho; 
upper story vf the Goats Tavern, 
in the southwest corner, and before 
water could be got to bear upon it the 
west end of the roof was in flames. 
The engines got to work very soon 


after the alarm was given, their 
promptness ef movetient being pat- 
ticularly noticeable. As at Tuesday 
morhiog’s fire the hydrants ‘were of 
great service. The steamer took water 
from the resevoir at the junction of 
Virginia and Third streets, while the 
hand engine was supplied at the cistern 
opposite the Palace. ‘The fire—plug in 
front of the Odd Fellows’ Halli was 
brought into service, and was very 
useful. There was no wind. Had 
there been a breeze the frame building 
next to the Tavern would probably 
have taken fire, in which case it would 
have been difficult to save the Palace, 
and the theater and adjoining build- 
ings would have shared the same fate. 
The firemen worked with a will, and 
in a short time rescued most of 
the furniture and fixtures in the 
buraing house, though some of the 
articles were pretty well smashed by 
rough handling. Three streams were 
kept steadily upon the flames, the fire- 
men entering the second story with 
their hose, and remaining there until 
driven out by fire and smoke. when 
they made the battle from the roof of 
the next house, and eventually sue- 
ceeded in subduing the flames, by 
which time the hotel was pretty well 
gutted in the upper story, though the 
walls were uninjured, 

The house was a solid brick and 
stone structure, and was considered 
one of the safest in town. It was in- 
sured for $4,000, but Mr. Coats had 
no insurance on his furniture, and 
must necessarily be a comparatively 
heavy loser when damages by water 
and handling and the ruin of his busi 
ness are considered. The fire is said 
to have started in the room of the 
Chinese cook, in the upper southwest 
corner, but the statement is devied 
by Mr. Coats and lodgers, who say that 
the Chinaman did not sleep in that 
room, but near the middle of the upper 
floor, There are many who positively 
contend that it was an incendiary 
job, while others are ready to explain 
how it canght by accident. 

‘Mr. Coats has. been peculiarly un- 
fortunate, having been burned out 
twice. In this instance the fire-is a 
serious calamity, he having just com- 
pleted refitting and furnishing the 
house, and started in upon a good 
business. He has the sympathy of 
many friends who hope he will speedily 
recover from this serious mishap. 

There were many earnest workers 
at the fire, who exerted themselves 
where their efforts would do the must 


seemed to think that the moral effect 
of continued yells was appalling toa 
fire and sure to squelichit. They were 
all noise and no work. They could tell 
exactly what was wanted, but would 
not take their hands from their pock- 
ets to assist the men who were doing 
their utmost to conquer the fire.
